There has been forest man­ 
agement

Wiien it gave its accent to U.P. 
farm development but tiiis is a 
new accent. It acknowledges in 
new dimensions of research Uie 
part of forestry in U.P. agri­ 
culture. 


When the Michigan Legis­ 
lature created the Chatham sta­ 
tion in 1899 it w'as a general 
belief that the 
plow 
would 
follow the axe and that the 
U.P.’s forest lands should be 
converted to fannlands as ra ­ 
pidly 
as 
possible 
to 
return 
greatest wealth from the soil’s 
growth potential. Since then 
thousands of acres of farm ­ 
lands have been planted back 
to trees because they were un­ 
suited to tillage and farm crop 
production as we know it to­ 
day. 


Genetic Studies 


The beginning of the Chat­ 
ham project will largely con­ 
centrate on genetic iiiiprove- 
ment of trees to help revita­ 
lize an industry which is fall­ 
ing far short of potential. 


“At present, about 88 per 
cent of the U.P. is in forest 
land," commented Roy Skog, 
MSU forestry specialist for Up­ 
per Peninsula. 
“Furthermore, 
more people are employed in 
the forest industry in this re­ 
gion than any other segment of 
th« «conomy. 


"Much of the present forest 
acreage is stocked with slow- 
growing, poor-quality trees. We 
hope to expand forestry re- 
.scarch to provide the qunlity 
tiees needed for timber, recre­ 
ation. watersheds and w ildlife.” 
The research project, under 
the dii*ection of MSU foi'estry 
lesearcher Jonathan W. Wright, 
will 
begin 
with 
studies 
on 
, genetic improvement of growth 
rate, imsect and disease resis- 
■ tancc, 
and 
other 
desirable 
I characteristic.s, The first plant- 


I ipgs will include jack, red and 
i eastern white pines. 


Work With Forest Service 
Wright, 
who 
has 
already 
started extensive genetic stu­ 
dies throughout Michigan, not­ 
ed that the Chatham project 
should provide the additional 
sixe and 
scope 
necessary 
to 
make forestry research more 
effective for the state. 


“We plan to work in cooper­ 
ation with the U.S. Forest Ser­ 
vice,” he said. “And, as soon 
as possible, we will expand our 
efforts to include hardwoods, 
particularly yellow birch. The 
yellow birch is the most valu­ 
able northern hardwood timber 
species and is widely used in 
high grade furniture and wall 
paneling.” 


W right noted that the gene­ 
tics research promises to in­ 
crease growth rates 10 to 20 
per 
cent 
within 
the 
next 
decade or two. 


“But tliis is only tJie begin­ 
ning,” he noted. “Better nu­ 
trition can make still further 
increases in productivity. Long- 
range plans for the Chatham 
project include studies on tree 
nutrition 
and h a r v e s t i n g 
methods. 


“With an all-around effect, 
the 
importance 
of the 
U.P. 
forests 
can 
constantly 
in­ 
crease.” 


Wright 
and 
his colleagues 
feel that the forestry program 
is an important addition to the 
MSU 
Experim ent 
Station 
at 
Chatham which, under the su­ 
pervision of Charles J. (Jack) 
Little, 
is 
already conducting 
many other experiments relat­ 
ed to agriculture and natural 
resources.

Tn earlier 
efforts to curb inflation the Federal Reserve Board not 
only increased borrowing costs, but also restricted the 
supply of loanable funds at banks. This time the Fed’s 
policy is different—it is making more loanable funds 
available— so the result w ill be different. Tt is expected 
to continue monetary inflation on a Tess active scale. 


Out of the unhappiness in the Johnson Administra­ 
tion with the independent action of the Federal Resen^e 
Board in ordering the increased rediscount rate to curb 
inflation have come suggestions that the nation’s cen­ 
tral banking system— the Federal Reserve—be placed 
under the control of the administration.

This is not a new suggestion, but it is being given 
new urgency by the Fed’s action in telling the nation 
that it saw danger signs of inflation and was duty bound 
to act to prevent it. The President doesn’t want the 
current boom knocked in the head and he’ll be mr.ldng 
some changes in the Federal Reserve Board as its mem­ 
bers’ terms expire. 


We are more concerned here witli tlie validit\ of 
the suggestion that the administration should control 
the Federal Reserve Banks, not the independent Fed­ 
eral Resei’ve Board. Hai*vai*d economist John Kennetli 
Galbraith has urged that President Jolmson be given 
“ultimate authority” over the discount rate and other 
operations of the Federal Resei’ve Board. 


Galbraith said that to give the President authority 
over the Fed would require only a simple resolution of 
Congress and no massive reconstruction of the national 
banking laws. The board’s right to act independently of 
the Pi^sident, said Galbraith, had survived only because 
it had not intei^fered with the government’s manage­ 
ment of the economy. Tf its authority was to be used it 
would have to be removed, he suggested.

Yale econi>?f.ftt Henry C. Wallich disagreed. (In 
economics as in psychiatry you can get a professor 
for either side of any case.) Wallicli urged that the 
Fed be continued independent. The President has no 
means of controlling fiscal policy either, he said—taxes 
and expenditures are detennined by Congress, not the 
Pi*esident. “In our own system of cliecks and balances, 
there seems to be no anomaly in the kind of independ­ 
ence that the Federal Re.serve enjoys.” said Wallich. 


The professors who urge inflation, he suggested, 
are deeply concerned about unemplonnent. Thex- believe 
in a high pressure econoniv. which, kept perking with 
easy money and large deficits, will reduce uneniplov- 
ment. Unions will demand more and enmlovers won’t 
resist wage increases far beyond producti\it\- gains. 
Costs will rise and w'ages and prices will chase each 
other in a never ending spi’- 1.

Tf th*? inflationistcould deliver on this momise 
they’d have to be considered seriously, suggests Wallicli, 
because, wliile inflation is bad, so is unemnloyment. But 
the bargrain collapses because it’s based on the false 
belief that you can fool all the peo^'ie all the time. The 
economists know better: they understand that lalwr 
and capital can’t get more than the economy produces; 
tliat if employers and boirowers promise more, infla­ 
tion takes it aw'ay from them. But the great mass of 
people won’t catch on, because it suffers from “mone\- 
illusion.” This illusion dupes people into believing that 
big pay increases buy something, 


Wallich doesn’t think tliat people are that dumb. 
Tie thinks that as soon as inflation can be predicted re­ 
liably it w'ill be discounted. Unions seeking a 5 per cent 
wage increase will ask for 9 per cent to offset the in­ 
flationary loss. Savers will ask more interest. All such 
demands, of course, accelerate inflation and there must 
l)e a final reckoning .some time to prevent a collapse of 
the currency. (Monev is a medium of exchange, and in­ 
creasingly not an intrinsic value.)

For the President to control the Federal Reserve 
Board as well as to wield a stronc influence on national 
fiscal policy may solve the President’s problems of co­ 
ordinating the taxing and the lending nolicies in con­ 
trol of the economy. But it po.ses new pi-oblems. 


The pressures upon the adniinisti-ation now include 
need to confonn to the minimum demands of tlie Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board to protect the soundness of our 
money. 
If the administration controls this pi-ocess, 
too. it will be under a dangerous temptation to encour­ 
age enougli inflation to keep the econom.v Ixwmiing be­ 
cause that’s how it gets elected. But the spiral can’t 
go on forever. If employers promise more than pioduc- 
tion permits, a bust is inevitable.
